Sheriff Baggett Offers 
Reward of $300 and 
Makes Appeal to Gover- 

nor for Assistance.

Declaring that gins in Douglas 
and. surrounding counties are being 
nosted with warnings to close, and 
ra lawless element is attempting to 
get control of the situation, Sheriff 
A. 8S. Baggett, of Douglas county, 
has offered a reward of $300 for the 
arrest of guilty parties, and has 
written Governor Hugh Dorsey, ask- 
ing that an additional reward be 
promised by the state, it was learned 
Monday night. 

In his letter to Governor Dorsey, 
which was received Monday after- 
noon, Sheriff Baggett states that he 
believes a reward offered by the 
chief executive, would have a great 
effect in improving the situation in 
hfs section. of the ‘state. “With 
Several gins in this and adjoining, 
counties west of here being posted, 
the situation sems to be bad,” 
the communication stated, “with a 
lawless crowd trying to get control.” 

Reply by Governor. 

ateplying to the sheriff, the gov- 
ernor stated thaht, under the law, 
he fs not authgrized to issue re- 
wards for the apprehension of those 
guilty of misdemeanors. “Burning 
Or otherwise destroying a ginhouse, 
however,isa felony,” he said, “and 
if the threats are carried out, upon 
information from you, I shall be 
very glad to offer the highest ré- 
ward possible under the law.” 

The reward of $300 promised by 
Sheriff Baggett for the arrest of 
parties guilty of posting threats, 
is the first offered in this state since 
the situation became so serious. 
Governor Dorsey last week sent a 
letter to Sheriff W. A. Garrett. of 
Carroll county, urging him to apD- 
prehend all violators of the law. 
Th. chief executive commended the 
Sheriff of Dopglas county for of- 
fering the reward and assured him 
of his support so far as the law 
will permit. 

With the lawless element at-

The street car company now de- 
nies the validity of these con- 
tracts, and further claims that if 
they ever were valid they are not 
legal] now. 

At the meeting of the College 
Park council it was made apparent 
that the proposed raise would be 
fought to the bitter end in the 
courts, provided the power com- 
pany insists upon carrying into ef- 
fect its purpose. Dr. C. M. Curtis 
was the only councilman to oppose 
the plan to enjoin the company.

Washington, October 11.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Two additional 
contributions were made today to 
the controversy between President 
Wilson and Senator Spencer, repub- 
lican, Missouri. To support’ the 
president’s declaration that Sena- 
tor Spencer’s statement that Mr. 
Wilson had promised American mil- 
itary aid to Rumania and Serbia in 
the event of an invasion of those 
cofintries was “false,” the white 
house made public an “official ver- 
sion” of the president’s remarks to 
the Serbian and Rumanian repre- 
sentatives at the Paris peace cone 
ference. 

Justified, Says Spencer. 

Senator Spencer, after reading 
this transcript, said in a statement 
that there was no substantial dif- 
ference between it and the official 
stenographic reports from which 
he had quoted. He reiterated that 
the president had promised mili- 
lary aid to Rumania and Serbia and - 
declared he would continue to make . 
this assertion in his campaign for 
re-election. 

The senator again called upon the 
white house to produce the official! 
record gf the president’s address. 
whieh was delivered at the eighth 
plenary session of the peace con- 
ference on May 31, 1919. 

' Secretary Tumulty refused to an- 
Swer or comment upon the senae 
tor’s statement. — 

Meantime it was announced at 
e state department that a cable- 
gram had-been sent to Paris ree. 
questing that the officlal Peace cofte 
ference record of the president’s ade 
dress be sent to ‘Washington. Ofe- 
ficers of the department would not 
say what use was to be made of this 
record and there was no comment 
from the white house. : 

It is understood that the presi- 
dent’s direction to the department 
to cable to Paris was given be?ere 
the “official version” as made pub- 
lic today was received at the white 
house. This version was volunteer- 
ed by Fred A. Carlson, of Chicago, 
who was an official stenographer 
for the American peace delegation. 
‘Mr. Carlson wrote that he had pre- 
pared the transcript from his orig- 
inal notes taken at Parts after he 
had read Senator Spencer's state- 
ment, as printed in the Chicago 
newspapers on October 5 and that 
he would be glad to take oath as 
to its accuracy. 

What Wilson Said. 

The president’s words, as given 
in the official version, follow:

Text of Wilson’s Address. 


The text of President Wilson's 
address, as supplied to the white 
house by Mr. Carlson, follows: 

“Mr. President, I should be very 
sorry to see this meeting adjourn 
with permanent impressions, such as 
it 1s possble have been created, by 
some of the remarks that our 
friends have made.

No Difference, Says Spencer.

FRENCH INTERPRETER 


TRANSLATED SPEECH.

CUBAN MONEY CRISIS 
DUE 10 SUGAR DROP 


Havana, October 11.—Blame for 
the Cuban financial crisis was 
placed on “exaggerated estimates” 
of banking conditions, in the de- 
cree issued last night proclaiming 
a moratorium. Under the decree, 
the government reserved the right 
to. declare off the moratorium, which 
will expire !egally on December 1, 
or to extend the period, if deemed 
advisable. 

Present conditions in Cuba’ are 
said by the decree to “be due in 
large part, to the mass of busi- 
ness transacted during. a state of 
prosperity, the tightness of foreign 


markets and the fall in the price 
of sugar.’ The amount of current 
deposits in Cuban banks is _ esti- 
mated at more than $400,000,000 and 


sugar and other credits, at more 
than $1,000,000,000. 

Duri the moratorium period de- 

posito may demand only 10 per 
cent on current accounts and 12 per 
cent on savings deposits of less 
than $2,000. 
The’ moratorium does not affect 
the obligations of the National Bank 
of Cub& as government fiscal agent 
and depository. Officials of this 
bank, which met all demands of 
depositors during the run yester- 
day, today reiterated their state- 
ments that that institution is per- 
fectly -8dlvent and that all its loans 
on sugar are protected, in addi- 
tion to the sugar itself, by the 
property of those to whom lo2ns 
were made.

Text of League Statement. : 

The full text of the senator’s 
statement follows: 

“It seem to me that there should 
not remain a shadow of a doubt as 
to my exact position as regards 
the proposed league of nations as 
drafted at Paris and submitted to 
the senate and as regards the great 
world sentiment. for a better un- 
derstanding among nations to dis- 
courage war and generally to ad- 
vance civilization. Let me re-state 
my position as explicitly as my 
power of words permits: 

“First: I am unalterably opposed 
to going into the league of nations 
as that particular proposition now 
stands. That proposal is con- 
temptuous of and potentially de- 
structive of the American constitu- 
tion. It is not favored by the 
American people. 

“Second: Iam in favor of a 
world association—call it what you 
will, the name is of slightest con- 
sequence—that will discourage or 
tend to prevent war, and that will 
encourage a better understanding 
among ‘the nations of the earth. 
The old order of things is done 
with, not only in America, but 
throughout the world, and the OUnit- 
ed States, always quick with sym} 
pathy, always just and usually led 
by common sense, must play its 
part in this new order. 

“Third: I believe that such an 
association can be formulated with- 
out wrecking the constitution that 
remains the cornerstone of our lib- 
erties and of our happiness; with- 
out seizing or filching the sover- 
eignty that is our pride and our in- 
spiration to fine living and, good

Mrs, Thornton, who presided, in- 
troduced the new vice president of 
the city federation, Mrs. Wilmer 
Moore; the; new corresponding sec- 
retary, Mrs. E. A. Peeples, and her 
assistant, Mrs. W. L. Shallenber- 
ger. She also reported to the 
meeting the fact that she had by 
invitation been present at a meet- 
ing of the management of the 
Southeastern fair, and was asked, 
as president of the federated clubs 
of Atlanta, to get the co-operation 
of club women in the interest of 
the fair 2 cy yoga and its success. 

Mrs. ornton urged upon all 
Club presidents to pass the mes- 
Sage on to their organizations, 
naming ase leading features which 
the women might mention, the com- 
munity pageant to be put on by 
the Atlanta branch of the Drama 
league and the inter-state fair 
school, which brings here boys 
from évery county in every state 
in the Southeastern fair district, 
and the varied ‘agricultural ex- 
hibits. 

Mrs. EB. W. Moore stressed to the 
women the importance of the fine 
arts exhibit, which she said de- 
gerved the patronage of women, es- 
pecially those standing for the ex- 
tension of interests in the fine arts. 


Community Singing. 


Mrs. Thornton mentioned to the 
assembled presidents that they 
eall attention to the importance of 
community singing, especially in 
the proposed observation of armis- 
tice day, celebrating the ciose of 
the world war. She mentioned that 
‘community singing was always 
modified in Atlanta by people not 
knowing the words of.the national 
patriotic songs, and she read from 
a letter from Mrs. Samuel Inman, 
who is one of the promoters of 
community service in Georgia, that 
the same status prevailed in Geor- 
gia and that the effort was being 
made to stimulate interest in com- 
munity singing before the forth- 
coming celebration of the great 


day.

request for their registration. 

To -those ‘who would ask why 
should women register if they can- 
not, according to the laws of Geor-» 
gia, vote in the forthcoming na- 
tional election, the information was 
given that they could vote in all 
municipal and state elections which 
come six months after their regis- 
tration, th's statement being fur- 
ther explained by Mss. Thornton's 
reading the statement from Mrs. 
McDougal’s address to the Fulton 
county women in Sunday’s Constitu- 
tion. 

This announcement was: 

“Those registering will be eli- 
gible to vote in all elections, city, 
state and national, which shall oc- 
cur six months subsequent to their 
registration, this six months apply- 
ing alike to men and women. Men 
who have become of age, or who 
have moved into Fulton county 
within six months prior to Novem- 
ber 1, 1920, will not be able to uss 
their franchise in the coming No- 
vember election; six months’ reg- 
istration being. applicable alike to 
both men and women.” | 

Second Announcement.
